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SOME  FACTS  OF  LIFE  ABOUT  LISTENER-SPONSORSHIP 

A  country-wide  reaction  in  radio  and  educational  cir- 
cles has  followed  KPFA'  s  return  to  the  air.  If  non- 
commercial, listener-sponsored  radio  will  work  in  the 
San  Francisco  area,  people  want  to  know  how  it  can  be 
instituted  in  other  regions.  KPFA  has  received  sev- 
eral air  mail  special  delivery  inquiries.  Already 
some  existing  stations,  like  WABF  in  New  York  and  WCFM 
in  Washington,  are  giving  listener-sponsorship  a  cau- 
tious try  on  part  of  otherwise  commercial  schedules. 
It  can  be  expected  that  as  evidence  accumulates 
further  at  KPFA  more  and  more  independent  commercial 
stations  will  want  to  try  a  subscription  plan  based  on 
better  programing.  This  will  come  as  a  surprise  to 
some  who  think  of  commercial  radio  as  a  tradition  of 
undeviating  avarice  and  bad  taste.  Critics  of  the  in-

At  this  Folio  deadline,  technical  problems  have  kept  us 
from  resuming  the  morning  broadcast  schedule.   Until 
these  problems  have  been  solved  ve  shall  begin  our  broad- 
cast day  at  3:00  PM,  instead  of  the  scheduled  7:00  AM, 
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Some  Facts  of  Life  About  Listener-Sponsorship  (cont) 

look  some  of  the  elementary  economic  facts  that  con- 
trol the  character  of  independent  broadcasting. 

An  independent  commercial  station  is  literally  the 
prisoner  of  its  competitor's  rate  card.  Its  staff 
(that  is,  its  maximum  potential  revenue)  is  normally 
limited  by  this  factor  in  such  degree  that  no  more  than 
one  or  two  can  be  spared  to  concentrate  on  programing. 
The  rest  must  spend  full-time  getting,  maintaining  and 
processing  advertising  accounts. 

Creative  radio  programing  takes  more  than  the  right 
inclination  and  talent  —  it  takes  time  and  personnel. 
At  the  average  independent  station  the  fictitious 
"program  department"  is  forced  to  fall  back  on  record- 
ing and  transcription  sources  for  the  whole  of  the 
schedule.  The  majority  of  material  available  from 
such  sources  employs  a  standard  set  elsewhere  in  the 
entertainment  industry.  Some  independents  have  found 
an  alternative  in  using  recordings  only  of  "good  music." 
Bue  all  alike  are  stuck  in  a  practical  dilemma  which 
prevents  original  programing  regardless  of  preference. 

Listener- sponsorship,  as  at  KPFA,  is  the  only  solu- 
tion to  that  dilemma.  That  is  the  simple  fact  under- 
lying all  the  inquiries  on  how  it  works.  We  trust  it 
will  work  better  and  better.
